MARDO, had propoſed him to the Boudin-

PISTOMEN having overcome 
| the apprehenſions which naturally 
affected his mind at the commencement of 
their aerial expedition on the back of the

vending of Eringo pies aud Piſtachio nuts. 
— No mercenary prieſt had ever cramp d 
their hands by wedlock ; — and their diſ- 
cordance furniſhed daily matter of con- 
verſation for the goſſips of the neighbour- 
hood. I was therefore tragicomically be- 
got, and uchered upon the grand ſtage of 
life by the ſtrict laws of Pantomime. But 
though the heavens were not then propi- 
tious, Jupiter being in decadence, ill- dig 
nifed, and afflicted with evif aſpects; — 
which, you know, is portendous of one 
.of mean abilities, and ſhallow underſtand- 
ing, obſtinate in maintaining erroneous 
doctrines, — a ſycophant to the Great, 
and a domeſtic tyrant, — yet, U ſay, in 
ſpite of my ſtars, I am happy in heredita- 
ry knowledge. Though my youth was 
not ſpent in literary acquirements, —— 
the finews of my thumb cramp'd with 
writing. —or my bum ſcarified with 
the barbarous birch, — flill, by mere dint 
of Genius, I am become a probcient in 
tHaoft arts and ſciences. I have alſo ac- 
. quired 
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quired a true tafle for Criticiſm, — made 
myſelf. acquainted wuh the moſt polite 
modern languages: and though I have no 
great pretenſions to the Greek and He- 
brew, yet I have diligently, and ſucceſsful- 
ly I preſume, applied myſelf to both the 
ancient and modern Oriental Tongues, 
— the Arabic, Syriac, Chaldaic, and 
Egyptian. My laſt attempt has been the 
Perfic, in which 1 have made ſo great a 
progreſs, that I have been ſtrongly inclin- 
ed to publiſh an improved edition of the 
Mininſki. Oh, my dear Noe, were I to tra- 
vel into Petſia, or Indoſlan. I ſhould: not 
have the leaſt occaſion for either the Moun- 
chee or Tuiſuman, as I am. perfectly ac. 
quainted with the idioms, and write the 
Shekeſtah hand with che greateſt facility. 
My ſhelves are now graced with a variety 
of curious and learned treatiſes; my fa- 
vou ite authors, however, are — Corne- 
lius Agrippa, Friar Bongey, Peter Aretin, 
and the Boghouſe Miſcellany. Swilt's 
whims and jokes I abominate ; neither 
can I endure verſe without rhyme: Milton 
and Thompſon are unjverſal blanks to 
me. My flandard for morals is Cheſter- 
beld; and Prieſtly hath given the final

kind in recovering whatever they may 
have been unlawfully deprived of, aud 
bringing the delinquents to juflice, but 
alſo to predict future events; by the 
knowledge of which, a man may ſo re- 
gulate his conduct. as to avoid many 
imminent davgers, that might otherwiſe 
prove his final ruin.

fit of coughing ; which, however, could 


not prevent Huco from continuing his 
harangue, in the following words: 

„Always remember, Gemmen, the golden 
rule of the renowned Hagiogiapher King 
David, Reddite quo ſunt Czfaris, 
Cæſari: et qui ſunt Dei, Den. — Halmo 
neſcio quo.” — Here EIsroMEN was ob- 
ſcrved to bite his lips.

poſition. that comes under the conſidera- 
tion of your viſi ual and aſculating powers, 
and thus emancipate yourſelves trom the 
imputation of craſſous ignorance , which 
is, indeed, but too often truly imputed to .

a loſs for a learned word; which Eris- 
TOMEN Perceiving, immediately adds —

BxAchAR DO then making ſome apology 
for this adventitious digreſhon from the 
bufineſs iu hand, thus reſumed his inte- 
reſting harangue : —— © You will ob:

a table decorated with a couple of plump, 
boiled capons and oyfter ſauce, a diſh of 
fine, freſh trout, a tankard of right Ri- 
tiſh porter, and half a dozen bottles of ex- 
cellen: Champaign. Here our two aerial 
travellers ſoon made amends for the fa- 
tigue of the journey; and Hvo, at the 
ſame time, took the opportunity of pre- 
paring for the examination, by refreſhing 
his memory with the contents of his Mne- 
MONICUM,.
